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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The proposed amendment raises several new issues that would require further 
search and consideration. The proposed amendment of independent claims 50 
and 54 adds the new limitation "a blocking strip coupled between and in flow 
communication with the lateral flow assay strip and the collection strip" which 
would require further search and consideration. Proposed new dependent claims 
63 and 64 further limit the blocking strip. Proposed new claims 65 and 66 raise a 
new issue concerning the collection strip. 

2. The proposed amendment adds four claims without canceling any finally rejected 
claims. 

3. The proposed claims cause there to be lack of antecedent basis from "the 
wicking member" in claim 55. 

4. In proposed new claim 64 "strop" apparently should read - - strip - -.
